The subject 
this time is FLOWER ARRANGING and starts on Thursday 15th March, and 
runs for five weeks. The course fee is £5 and it is hoped that this 
ridiculously low figure will encourage a good number of you to attend and 
become the Constance Spry's of Bar Hill. 


The Karate Club who use the school two nights 2 week and provide a valuable 
facility for both sexes and all ages in the village, are holding a day long 
meeting at the school in the near future when the Bar Hill Club host members 
from other clubs and show them that the hosts cannot be trifled with. 


The Dance Class has been a great success and enrolment for the second half 
of the spring term will take place at the first meeting on Monday 27th 
February.
